vehicles put together by Phil-Mont to serve as command centers in the 
event of an emergency. vn

Our first center was built from the ground up on an axle and 
wheels obtained through Brad Algeo, W3EM. It was rudimentary at 
best. Constructed of wood framing and masonite exterior, it was an 8 
xX 8 foot trailer seating 2 operators in maximum discomfort. It was 
designated W3RQ2 and first used at the Lansdale Mardi Gras. It 
lasted about 6 years. 


1956 

Number two was a small International delivery body truck formerly 
used as a mobile library by Springfield, Delaware peg fe They had 
it painted fire engine red, (there are 13 shades you know) and we 
installed an 8 ft. operating table and storage cabinets. Three 
operators, this time in somewhat more style. Springfield maintained 
it and operated it. We towed a trailer-mounted 3 kw water cooled 
generator for complete independence. We paid for the lettering on 
the sides and front. It was, at that time, one of a very few of its 
kind in the country. It even made the cover of QST. 


1964 
Our third venture was a 26 ft. house trailer bought from the 
Dravo Corp., through Bob Mynster, KSUWO. We rebuilt the interior, 
ee an operating section and a reception area, mounted an air 
conditioner on the roof, and repainted it silver. Room for 5 
operators, cool air, A and cheery - but it needed a towing 
vehicle. (Usually the red truck.) 


1967 

Next came the Yellow Peril - a 54 passenger converted school bus, 
bought from the Gross Equipment Company, of Boyertown, for $900.00; a 
1960, 8 cylinder Dodge, with automatic transmission and sporting 
46,000 honest miles. Qut came the seats and off we went. Six 
operating positions with formica ope acoustically treated interior, 
5 kw Onan generator rear mounted, 43 gal. gas tank serving engine and 
generator. The ultimate - we thought. The bus attracted many 
visitors, all of whom- had to be led down the center aisle. This 
created mass confusion a an operation, 4 npg had something to 
do with our decision to opt for something smaller. Then again, 
Spencer didn't particularly care to have his pride and joy referred 
to as the ‘Migrant Workers Bus. Technically a very practical 
communication center but too many windows, too large, and 24 gals. of 
gas to go 111 miles----NO WAY. So much for Mo-Com IV.
